Negroes Mobbed — Dwelling Burnt — A 
Citizen Shot — They got up a first-class 
mob at Circleville, Ohio, on Monday, the 
12th, which created an intense excitement 
all over the town.

Rqbbery in the Dead Letter Office. 
For some time past the meager returns made 
by the Rev. T. Fiske, of the Dead Letter 
Office, has occasioned suspicions that many 
of the valuables taken from the letters were 
pocketed by him. In view of this fact he 
was transferred to a new desk, when it was 
observed that the returns made by the clerk 
were far below the usual amount. On 
Friday morning last, before the reverend 
gentleman had commenced his work, a 
couple cf letters, containing marked notes 
and specie, were put into his pile. la the 
afternoon, as usual, he stated to the chief 
of the office that he had no returns to mate, 
and he was aL once arrested by an officer 
who was present. lie was searched, and 
the marked money found on his person. 
Through the intercessions of his. wife and 
daughter, who soon heard of his arrest, the 
legal proceedings against him were dropped, 
and he was dismissed from office. The 
accused has heretofore borne a good char 
acter as an honest and upright man. 

New Cartridge — The ordin&noe depart 
.nent has ordered a new metaliio cartridge 
to be tested at West Point. The case is 
made of tin, in the shape of a ccyie, and 
has two weak points in its circumference. 
When it is in the cannon, its apex touches 
the breech-piece, and thus a chamber is 
formed between the cartridge and the can- 
non, Baid chamber being in the rear of the 
cartridge. The cartridge is pricked by 
forcing a sharp instrument down through 
the vent. When the charge explodes a 
portion of the gas escapes through the weak 
points of the cartridge into the air chamber, 
and, by its pressure, instantly forces the 
metal case out of the gun. The value of 
this cartridge lies in the fact of its loading 
at the muzzle, and yet clearing the cannon 
at every shot in so perfeot a manner that 
swabbing repeatedly is unnecessary.

He reports 
Captain Charles C Rogers, Aid-de-Camp 
of Gov. Jackson. and Captain Stephen A. 
Coleman, both of St. Louis, were killed in 
the battle of the 10th. 

' He also states that McCullooh’s force 
before the ba'tle was 22,000 strong, and 
their killed and wounded amounted to 2,500 
to 3,000 men. 

General Sigel received bis commission as 
Brigadier-General on Saturday, and as- 
sumed command of the Federal forces 
yesterday. 

McDonald was escorted beyond the lines 
yesterday, and sent on bis way to Spring 
field. He, no doubt, gained much valuable 
information of the strength and position of 
our forces, &o , as it is Baid he bad the 
freedom of our camp under his fi tg of truce 

Our wounded at Sg ingfield are reported 
to be doing well. 

The correspondent cf the St. Louis Re- 
publican furnishes the following: General 
Stirling Price has issued a proclamation at 
Springfield to the effect that a great viotory 
has been won; that the northern oppressors 
of Missouri have been driven back; that 
every one belonging to the Home Guard 
organization will be regarded and treated 
as an enemy to the Southern Confederacy, 
but- his protection would extend to such 
who quietly return to their homes and allow 
the Southern sway to prevail; and that 
whoever recognizes the provisional govern- 
ment ot Missouri will be considered as an 
enemy to the State ana dealt with accord 
ingly. 

Capt. McDonald reports that Generals 
Price and Clark were slightly, and Briga- 
dier General Slack seriously wounded in tne 
late engagement. Also Col. Bay, formerly 
Csp'ain of Jackson’s body guard. Me 
Donald was very anxiout to go to St. Louis, 
but his application was refused. He asked 
many ques ions, with a view of ascertaining 
how many troops, cannon, &o , there are in 
that city, and what preparations are being 
made to resist an at ack. 

Washington, August 19. — Soldiers in 
this vicinity now receive their letters at 
their several encampments instead of the 
Postcffice Packages containing them are 
sent there, in charge cf responsible persons 
Hence the importance of their distant 
correspondents bsing particular in desig- 
nating the names and company of their 
regiments.
